Editorial 

T HINKING men and women who are planning for 
the future and who have the welfare of Orange 
county as a whole at heart, are off today in another 
campaign to carry the water bonds. It is an encour¬ 
aging sign. Opposition of a few private interests to a 
life-saving project such as this does not discourage 
those who have given of their time and money to 
accomplish real progress for the community. 

To voters who will be appealed to by both sides 
during the coming weeks in the interest of the second 
election, Dec. 19, we make these few suggestions: 

Make it your business to study every phase of the 
project under consideration, particularly the manner 
in which it is to be financed. No one can escape re¬ 
sponsibility. It is every man’s problem and he owes 
himself and the community the obligation of casting 
an intelligent vote. 

First, let us remember that the flood control and 
the water conservation project is an absolute necessity. 
If we do not build it now, with the aid of the govern¬ 
ment, we shall be forced to build it later on with our 
own tax money. Floods are devastating and they do 
come in Southern California. Water is ALL we have to 
insure our existence. We have so little now that it is 
only a matter of a few years until we shall face a 
crisis. These are facts, not opinion. 

Second thei may never be a time again when the 
federal government will offer us AN OUTRIGHT GIFT 
of .$6,574,000, with no strings and NO INTEREST. 
Our obligation is a bond issue in the sum of $6,620,000 
with interest at 4 per cent, 2 per cent less than was 
proposed the last time. 

Third, we cannot get this concession from the gov¬ 
ernment unless we build the dam and the general system 
incidental to it as it is demanded by the army engineers. 
General Jackson, under whose supervision the surveys 
were made, made the positive statement in San Fran¬ 
cisco the other day that he would not approve of a 
lower dam or the so-called modified plan because any¬ 
thing less would not insure adequate protection. The 
Works Progress administration says it will not advance 
money for anything not recommended by General Jack- 
son. We have no choice in the matter. If we want 
$6,574,000 as a gift from the government, we’ve got to 
spend it their way. 

Fourth, we have learned that Orange county labor 
is to be the immediate beneficiary in case the bonds 
are approved. While the Federal Re-employment Serv¬ 
ice will provide help as far as it can, labor to fit the 
requirement will be obtained from any and all ranks. 
The supervisors even went so far as to cut out the 
housing and sustenance provisions in the original plan, 
so outside labor would not be brought in to the detri¬ 
ment of Orange county workers. They even agreed to 
provide transportation to and from work so Orange 
county labor could work and live at home. 

Fifth, think twice before you are misled by con¬ 
fusing arguments against the project. Know all sides 
of the story but keep your eye focused on what’s good 
for Orange county, not a few who are now provided for 
and don’t need the help you do.

Control Efforts Fall 
A contract committee, which has 
been working for several weeks on 
the problem, reported last night 
that they have been unable to ne¬ 
gotiate a better contract and the 
growers expressed themselves as 
favoring discontinuance of beet 
production. 

It was pointed out that in 1931 
the contract with the sugar com¬ 
pany was satisfactory. This con¬ 
tract, however, was reduced 10 per 
I cent m 1932. Since that time, said 
Mr Pollard, many growers have j 
been unable to make a profit and 
are unwilling to continue their ac¬ 
tivities. Mr. Pollard suggested that ' 
all growers who could do so, at a 
profit, continue to produce sugar 
beets in the hope of securing a 
better contract for next year. This 
suggestion was not favorably re¬ 
ceived by the growers, he said to¬ 
day. 

“50-50” Contract 

The 1931 contract, according to i 
Mr. Pollard, was termed a "50-50” | 
contract, meaning that the growers i 
received 50 per cent of the net j 
profit accruing to the sugar com¬ 
pany. When this agreement was re- I 
duccd 10 per cent it meant a "45- 
55" contract, with the growers on I 
the short end.

In a tersely worded letter to 
William Green, A. F. of L. presi¬ 
dent, the chief of the United Mine 
Workers said: 

"Effective this date, I resign as 
a vice president of the American 
Federation of Labor." 

Although he gave no reason, 
Lewis has been at odds with most 
members of the federation execu¬ 
tive council on whether mass pro¬ 
duction workers should be organ¬ 
ized by industry or by craft. 

The head of a large industrial 
union, Lewis has contended that 1 


them. These happy, trusting folk 
have an abiding faith in the mythi¬ 
cal goddess of the volcano Kilauea.

Despite the fact that Hoopuloa 
was wiped out in 1926, the native 
faith in Pele was unshaken. They 
said the disaster was the fault of 
the haoles or white people who in¬ 
terfered with Hawaiian supersti¬ 
tion—that and the fact that an 
ungrateful fisherman aroused 
Pele's anger. 

At the time of the 1926 lava 
flow I was living in Kona, on West 
Hawaii. Six week before the erup¬ 
tion the natives predicted it. 
There had been no sign of dis¬ 
turbance. Yet even the pioneer 
haoles believed the lava flow was 


coming. And it came. 

The Goddess Pele herself herald¬ 
ed the fiery display, the natives 
said. She appeared in various 
parts of the district and then van¬ 
ished mysteriously before the eyes 
of her worshippers. That proved 
she was Pele and that a lava flow 
was coming. 

The natives looked ahead eager¬ 
ly to the eruption. They have no 
fear of the volcano. But they did 
not know that Pele's anger had 
been aroused. One evening at 
sunset she had been on the beach 
at Hoopuloa when a fisherman 
came in with his outrigger canoe. 
Only she and the fisherman were 
there. The volcano goddess ap¬ 
peared to the man simply as an 
old woman. She helped him beach

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23. (API— 
A big- bulge in employment last 
week left 1,132,758 jobs short of 
its goal the administration’s effort 
to transfer 3,500,000 persons from 
the dole to work relief. 

The Works Progress administra¬ 
tion said today 2,367,242 needy had 
jobs on Nov. 16— only two weeks 
before the deadline on which it had 
planned to give work to 3,500,000. 

Along with that announcement 
was a reiteration by Aubrey Wil¬ 
liams, assistant works progress 
administrator, that no state would 
receive direct relief allotments be¬ 
yond Dec. 1. 

The report showed a joh gain 
of 350,120 in the week ending

jobs a week must he provided to 
attain the Dec. 1 objective of 
liipddating the relief adminis¬ 
tration. 

The Works Progress adminis¬ 
tration employed 1.624,112, com¬ 
pared with 1,264,855 on Nov, 9. 
Civil conservation corps declined 
from 546,903 to 539,403. Employ¬ 
ment by other federal agencies in¬ 
creased from 196,364 to 203,727.

IT'S GOT FUN, FROLIC & RHYTHM . .fm 


The story of how California coun¬ 
ties derived their names is an inter¬ 
esting part of the history of the 
Golden State. Believing that the 
thousands of tourists who annually 
motor over the state’s great highway 
•ystern would like to know how the 
counties they visit came by their 
names, Director of Public Works 
Karl Lee Kelly lias had prepared 
from state records a series of brief 
stories of the origin and meaning 1 
the names of the counties of (all 
fornia, including a few salient faets 
about each county. 


Created April 26, 1853. Saint 
Bernard is the patron saint of 
mountain passes. The name "Ber¬ 
nardino” means “bold as a bear.” 

The Spanish gave to the snow¬ 
capped peak in Southern Califor¬ 
nia the name of San Bernardino 
in honor of the saint, and from 
this the county got its name. 

This county, big enough to place 
the states of Delaware, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey and Rhode 
Island within its boundaries, is 
the largest in California. With 
thousands of fertile and well-wa¬ 
tered acres, a vast stretch of des¬ 
ert with untold mineral wealth, 
transcontinental railroad lines, 3,- 
600 miles of roads and highways, 
a score of thriving cities and many 
small communities, San Bernar¬ 
dino is an empire within itself. 
Mountain peaks, snow - capped, 
towering 11,800 and 12,600 feet, 
look down upon orange and lem¬ 
on groves and wastelands of the 
Mojave desert. 

Mission padres and early Span¬ 
ish settlers, who were followed by 
hardy pioneers and Mormons 
from Salt Lake City, made San 
Bernardino what is is today. In 
1174, Father Juan Bautista de 
Anza, seeking an inland route 
from Sonora, in Old Mexico, to 
Monterey, led the first expedi¬ 
tion into the county. One of his 
party, Father Francisco Hermene- 
gildo Garces, returned in 1776 and 
was the first white man to tra¬ 
verse the Mojave desert. Padre 
Dumetz of the San Gabriel mis¬ 
sion founded a capilla at the 
Guachama rancho on May 20, 
1810, which was known as Old 
San Bernardino. 

Stock raising and farming were 
introduced to the Indians by mis¬ 
sion fathers in 1819, Following 
a disastrous attempt to lead a 
wagon train into Southern Cali¬ 
fornia from Utah in 1849, Captain 
Jefferson Hunt returned to Salt 
Lake City in 1850 and persuaded 
Brigham Young to send 500 Mor¬ 
mons with livestock and house¬ 
hold equipment into San Bernar¬ 
dino. The first of these settlers 
arrived in June, 1851, and the 
present site of the city of San 
Bernardino was selected for set¬ 
tlement. A recall of Mormons in 
1857 forced many to return to Salt 
Lake City. 

San Bernardino has approxi¬ 
mately 15,000 dairy cows, 23,000 
beef cattle, more than a million 
chickens and about 100,000 swine. 
The production of the navel orange 
is the county’s largest industry 
valued into the millions. About 
47,000 acres are devoted to citrus 
fruits, one-fourth of the acreage 
so devoted in the country. A 
great variety of fruits, grain, hay 
and truck crops, bring to the farm¬ 
ers more than $36,000,000 an-

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If you haven't bought your 
Thanksgiving turkey yet, here arc 
some tips on the kind of bird to 
look for. The state department of 
agriculture knows the description 
of the fowl that is likely to be the 
most toothsome, and has released 
its ideas on the subject through 
Agricultural Commissioner D. W. 
Tubbs of Santa Ana. 

The description says the bird 
you are looking for has a soft, 
flexible breastbone, which means 
it is young. Also it is a short 
legged, blocky type of turkey with 
well-rounded body. If it has a 
broad, well-rounded breast, thighs 
covered with meat and fat well 
distributed, there will be more 
edible meat per pound. 

Fine grained, soft, light-colored 
meat somewhat like fillet of fish 
indicates tenderness. Milk fed 
fowls have white flesh while corn 
fed ones have yellow flesh 

Another identification point to 


look for Is a velvet skin, which 
I marks fine quality. It should not 
' be torn or scuffed or discolored. 

I A bird which has been well bled 
will not be discolored. It will keep 
better and have better flavor. The 
better turkeys are dry picked or 
! only semi-scalded. The well-dress¬ 
ed bird is free from pin feathers. 
This is the way the state depart- 
! ment of agriculture describes the 
birr! you are looking for. 

The state department also sug¬ 
gested that housewives should 
have turkeys reweighed to make 
sure the weight is the same as 
that on the tags attached to the 
birds. C. E. Tucker, chief of the 
division of weights and measures, 
explained that it is well estab¬ 
lished that the majority of market 
men are honest in their weights 
but that in some cases there has 
been a fluctuation discovered in 
j the weight of the bird as tagged 
i and in the weight as recorded on 
the scales. 


Four resolutions sponsored by, 
the Orange county farm bureau 
were adopted by the state farm | 
bureau convention at Santa Cruz, 
it was announced yesterday by, 
Roland D. Flaherty, farm bureau ! 
secretary here. 

One of these urges dismissal of 
any foreign representative in this \ 
country who attempts to stir up j 
labor trouble. Two other resolu¬ 
tions adopted by the convention 
took firm stands against radicals 
and agitators. 

Orange county’s 41 delegates j 
traveled a combined total of 14.- 
760 miles in attending the conven¬ 
tion. Thereby they won perma¬ 
nent possession of a silver cup, 
having had two previous victories, 
j Orange county won the cup in 
j 1930 and 1932. In size, the dele- \ 
gation this year was fourth larg- j 
est in the state. 

Center Wins Cup 

The Foothill farm center won a 
silver cup for being judged the 
largest center in the state, with 
287 members. Garden Grove was 
second with 253 members, and 
Tustin fourth with 232. 

Several appointments came to 
Orange county men at the conven¬ 
tion. V. C. Heil, chairman of the | 
farm bureau sugar beet depart¬ 
ment, was made a member of the j 
executive committee on field crops., 
J. W. Crill of Garden Grove, re¬ 
tiring president of the farm bu-1 
reau, was placed on the executive 
committee of the state citrus de¬ 
partment. R. F. McFadden of 
Placentia, state delegate from Or- 1 
ange county, served on the gen-1 
oral resolutions committee. 


The Orange county resolutions 
adopted also included one provid¬ 
ing for a state-wide conference on 
regulations governing underground 
water, to be held by Sept. 1, 1936; 
another urging lower interest rates 
on farm mortgages, and a fourth 
seeking curtailment of the state 
highway department's power of 
eminent domain in road matters. 

Other Resolutions 

Another resolution adopted at 
the conclave urged the state bar 
to disbar attorneys who violate 
their oath by advocating over¬ 
throw of the government by vio¬ 
lence, or who defend advocates of 
such acts. A resolution on relief 
policies urged that all persons 
able to work shall be denied relief 
when jobs are available and that 
no relief shall he given which will 
make it more desirable to loaf 
than to work. 

Among other resolutions adopted 
was one urging that canning 
fruits and vegetables be placed 
under the specialty crop section of 
the agricultural adjustment act; 
one for investigating the prac¬ 
ticability of farmers’ liens on farm 
commodities to secure payment of 
the purchase price; one providing 
for study of compensation insur¬ 
ance; one advocating repeal of the 
reciprocal tariff act; one for study 
of the proposed state police sys¬ 
tem; one urging economy in state 
government; one opposing an ad 
valorem tax; one establishing a 
state-wide committee on avo¬ 
cados. and one opposing changes 
in the method of electing state 
legislators.

Florida Sales Lower 
Florida sales have been below 
the level of a year ago while 
prices have been holding up well 
on both oranges and grapefruit. 
Florida oranges average approxi¬ 
mately 50 cents to $1.00 per box 
less than those from California. 

The hearing held here this 
week on ('alifornia intrastate 
control of oranges and grape¬ 
fruit was postponed by W. H. 
Wright, ( alifornia local admin¬ 
istrator, to Dec. 18 at which 
time further evidence will hr 
taken. 

W. C. Frackelton, manager of 
the California-Arizona marketing 
agreement, announced the follow¬ 
ing prorate for next week: 1052 
packed cars of navels and miscel¬ 
laneous oranges for central and 
northern California; 45 packed 
cars navels for the desert valley 
Arizona area, and three cars of 
packed navels from Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Exchange’s Comment 
The California Fruit Growers 
exchange, commenting on the 
market a.* a whole, says: 


"The market strengthened sub¬ 
stantially during the week on the 
diminishing offerings of Valencia 
oranges. Around 500 cars of 
packed Valencias remained for sale 
after this week, most of them al¬ 
ready enroute to market. The 
few cars of central California nav¬ 
els sold have met with a good 
reception at prices somewhat be¬ 
low the Valencia market. 

“Florida reported shipments 
of 957 cars of oranges, 440 cars 
of grapefruit and Texas 218 cars 
of grapefruit. 

“The market on desert grape¬ 
fruit is steady with sales reported 
In a number of eastern markets. 

"The lemon market continues to 
show improvement with sales 
slightly exceeding shipments.”

ress administration and General 
Jackson, representing the U. S. 
army engineers who have had 
charge of the project thus far and 
who will build and supervise It 
should it be authorized at the 
December election. 

Smith Reviews Conference 

Mr. Smith related what already 
had been published in The Jour¬ 
nal—the fact that General Jack- 
son stated positively that no proj¬ 
ect short of the one his engineers 
had already approved—the Elliott 
plan—would be acceptable to the 
army. The high dam, the general 
said, Is positively necessary to 
insure protection against flood. 
The Works Progress administra¬ 
tion, Mr. Smith added, could not 
permit the use of the federal grant 
; of $6,574,000 now "earmarked” for 
i Orange county until Dec. 20, un¬ 
less the army approved the plan. 

No small amount of discussion 
and some debate followed mention 
of the cost of rights-of-way. Su¬ 
pervisor Smith said that while the 
army engineers are not concerned 
over what rights-of-way cost they 
insisted that an adequate sum be 
provided for all contingencies and 
added that General Jackson said 
he believed there would not be a 
great deal of money left out of 
the $3,400,000 estimated for that 
purpose. 

After It had been suggested that 
a considerable saving might be 
effected by appraising values and 
obtaining options on lands needed 
in advance of the election, Justice 
of the Peace D. J. Dodge, of Costa 
Mesa, suggested that a board of 
appraisers be named with instruc¬ 
tions to tell land owners that un¬ 
less they sell at the appraised 
value the county would resort to 
condemnation. 

Options Frowned Upon 

While no action was taken on 
this suggestion it seemed to meet 
with general aprpoval and Super¬ 
visor Smith, aft**.- the meeting, 
said he would favor the idea. Se¬ 
curing of options at this time was 
not considered practicable nor ad¬ 
visable. The subject likely will 
come up again after a group of 
property owners from Prado waits 
upon the supervisors next Tues¬ 
day. 

More than 9000 acres of land is 
involved, about a third of which 
is owned by the Santa Ana Valley 
j Irrigation company and the Ana¬ 
heim Union Water company. Some 
plan, it is believed, will be worked 
out to convince voters that rights- 
< of-way will be acquired at ths 
least possible cost. 

Labor to Get “Break” 

The question of labor was dis¬ 
cussed at some length. Mr. Hos- 
] kins stressed the necessity of in¬ 
forming local laborers that there 
would be a great deal of work for 
all men who are competent to do 
the work and that it will not be 
confined to the ranks of those 
listed as unemployed by the Fed- 
j oral Re-employment Service. 

Supervisor Smith said the con- 
| tractors will seek their help from 
the Federal Re-employment Serv¬ 
ice but will be privileged to givs 
employment to any men who can 
. fill the requirements. If they are 
not found in the re-employment 
lists, they will be obtained else¬ 
where. Orange county labor will 
get a real "break,” he said. 

Supervisors Jerome and Lyon 
told the committee of having the 
original plans changed so they did 
not include housing and suste¬ 
nance. If housing had been in¬ 
cluded it would have meant the 
importation of outside men. Mr. 
Lyon said it had been decided that 
the county would rather provide 
transportation for Orange county 
men to and from the work than 
spend a huge amount for housing 
and sustenance on outside help.
